BY ADAIR. 


BREQUENTLY someone calis at our 
office to sell us a quantity of “For 
Sale” signs, such as we use on vacant 
lots. They offer to sell us these signs 
in large quantities, say. 1,000 or more, 
at such a price that we can save $1.15 
ever the price we now pay. But the 
signs are made in Toledo and shipped 
to Atlanta. which makes [it absolutely 
impossible for us to consider the prop- 
osition for a.minute. Why should an 
Atlanta real estate agent want to buy 
signs made in Toledo or Pittsburg? 


FOR twenty or thirty vears we have 

used a small board sign, 12 by 20, 
with the same lettering. and even the 
same colors. We find that ~eople who 
are looking for lots can almost distin- 
xuish our signs by the design, even 
when passing rapidly, so that ft {fs 
impossible to read the lettering. We 
would not care to change the style of 
the siens anyway, but the idea of send- 
ing off to Toledo to buy them, even at 
a smal! saving tn cost, should not ap- 
peal to an Atlanta real estate agent 
who makes his living here, and we 
would rather encourage the Atlanta 
sign painters who rent offices and 
homes and buy property here. 


THIS ovrincipvle of having evervthing 

possible made in Atlanta, and as 
often as practicable wearing Atlanta- 
made goods, can be carried along so 
as to assist and encourage every local 
manufacturer. In the line of. printing, 
suppose vou do save a few dollars by 
sending work off to be done? Does 
that compensate for discouragement of 
the Atlanta printer who {s trying to 
bufld up a business? He may not al- 
ways be able to compete in price with 
an outsider to the extent of a few 
dollars. but substantially he can make 
the price as low, and besides he does 
his banking in Atlanta, issues his pay- 
roll here and gives employment to At- 
lanta men and Atlanta girls. That 
service compensates for a slight dif- 
ference in price. 


Suppose that every citizen of the 
town should decide to commence buy- 
ing Atlanta-made articles, what a 
revolution it would work. The At- 
lanta Milling Company would have to 
double its force, because everyone 
would start off demanding «Capitola 
Flour. That would give employment 
to more people, who would spend 
their wages here for clothes and 
groceries, thus benefiting all the 
storekeepers. You see from this sin- 
gle illustration how the thing works. 
Just apply it to every other concern 
located here ahd manufacturing meri- 
torious goods. 


Suppose the people of Atlanta com- 
menced wearing Atlanta-made shoes. 
Soon J. Orr could not turn out 
enough to supply the local demand. 
He would have to bulld:-an addition 
to his factory out on Edgewood ave- 
nue, on the lot he has in store for 
that particular purpose. He would 
have to employ more help, increase 
hig own payroll, besides giving em- 
ployment to carpenters and  Obrick- 
layers and other mechanics. How the 
system would operate to the advan- 
tage of everybody concerned and mu- 
tually react with good results to the 
entire city. 


It is so easy to apply the home- 
made purchasing system to small ar- 


next time you go to buy a tle tell the 
dealer you WANT ONE MADE IN 
ATLANTA. If he tells vou he hasn't 
any in stock, tell him you are going 
to trade with some dealer Who does 
keep them on hand. It is the duty 
of every merchant in this city to 
carry in stock Atlanta-made goods, 
and to push the sales of these goods 
in preference to all others. It is sim- 
Ply a case of a mutual payroll kept 
circulating in the town, benefiting 
everybody, 


Wear the ties made by southern 
girls for southern men, in clean, san- 
itary factories. What do you know 
about the sweatshops in New Jersey 
or New York, where articles are man- 
ufactured and bundled up to be ship- 
ped to Atlanta and offered for sale? 
Have you ever been in one of these 
sweatshops and seen the filthy condi- 
tions prevailing there? On the other 
hand, go out to one of the Atlanta 
necktie factories and you will see a 
model establishment. 


Get in the habit of asking every 
dealer who sells you an article, 
“WHERE WAS IT MADE? Then 
stop and think @ minute where you 
would rather your money would go. 
Look the dealer squarely in the eye 
non J him the 
“WHERE WAS THIS ARTICLE 
|MADE?” It is your right to know. 
If the article is made in Ne®t’ Jersey, 
then figure that you are ¢epositing 
in a New Jersey bank thr price of 
the article over and above fhe dealer's 
profit and freight charges. 


If all the factories in Atlanta rosper 
and grow, other factories will’ eoaean

that encourages a manufacturer, but it 
is the feeling that he has back of 
him the mora) support of his own peo- 
ple. Thus the manufacturer strives to 
make better goods, knowing that 
among his customers are his neighbors 
and friends. When you send money 
away off to a mail order house in 
Chicago or New York, what of the 
personal feature that counts for so 
much in square dealing? 


So just thinking about signs and 
other things led up to all this talk 
about buying Atlanta-made articles.’ 
We have as good sign painters in At- 
lanta as there is anywhere. ‘ Their 
work is of a superior quality, an addi- 
tional reason for not sending money 
Many a person thinks that by 
sending off a distance he is getting 
something of a high’ quality, but in 


article of inferior quality. The word 
“tmported”’ that used to mean so much 
has even lost its charm among men 
of understanding who know that 
American-made goods are generally 
the best to be had. 


The prejudice against home-manu- 
factured articles is rapidly lessening.

So the prejudice is gradually disap- 
pearing; it should be entirely elimi- 
nated. Let every one In the state de- 
mand clothing made or fleecy Georgia 
cotton Wherever possible. Buy from 
the nearest home market and demand 
articles made by local manufacturers. 
Then the south will rdeed come into 
its own.

Farmers’ Union President Qut- 
lines Giant National Edu- 
cational System 


By Samuel W. Dibble. 

“The greatest issue in the Unfted 
States is not the conserving of the na- 
tion's resources; it is the conserving 
of men. We are going to conserve men, 
the men back on the farms, the men 
whose physical and mental virility Is 
the: support of the race’s present, the 
{insurance of its future. We are going 
to conserve them by teaching them 
how to become business farmers, and 
the only way we can make them into 
businéss farmers is to bring low- 
priced agricultural education to thest 
in every county of the United States, 
and then to furnish a great central in- 
stitution where they can pursue post- 
graduate courses.” 

In these broad terms Charles 5S. Bar- 
rett, just reelected president of the 
Farmers’ Union, with its nearly 3,000,- 
000 national membership, yesterday 
Outlined what is unquestionably the 
most pretentious and wholesale utili- 
tarian educational scheme ever tf ‘oach- 
ed in the United States. ‘ 

All his life a man of action, knowing 
the farmer of the nation as no other 
American knows him, called into consul- 
tation by two successive presidents of 
the United States, member of numer- 
ous national organizations looking to- 
ward rural uplift, ,Charies S. Barrett 
has always had his dream. 

That dream is what may be called 
agricultural education, practicalized 
and nationalized. 

He is just on the verge of laying the 
foundations for his vision,and heis go- 
ing to make its materialization down to 
the finest detail the distinguishing 
labor of his career. 

Turning the Tide. 

It will be remembered that the re- 
cent annual convention of the Farmers’ 
Union in Birmingham authorized a 
central agricultural university. This 
is the core of President Barrett's plan. 
From it, he expects to project into 
every American state and every Ameri- 
can county workaday agricultural 
schools, where a boy can work his 
way through, and where if he is prepared 
to pay his tuition, the charge will not 
be higher than $60. 

Already several states and cities are 
bidding for the honor of the central) 


-too independent. 
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college. As it will require several ex- 
tensive buildings, and anywhere from 
five hundred to .a thousand acres of 
ground, the directors, headed by Mr. 
Barrett, will make a choice with great 
deliberation and only after much 
study. 

“Any man.who closely observes con- 
ditions today,” said Mr, Barrett, 
“knows the paramount necessity of 
turning the tide from the city to the 
farm. . At present, and for years past, 
it has set in the direction of the city, 
and away from the farm. A high pro- 
tective tariff has had much to do with 
elevating the cost of living. But a 
factor that cannot be ignored is the 
increased cost of production on the 
farm, due to antiquated methods and 
to the fact that the cream of the popu- 


‘lation is being drawn toward our large 


centers. 
Reaching the Crisis. 

“We are reaching the crisis,in the 
affairs of this country. With popula- 
tion increasing each year and pros- 
perity keeping pace, still the man of 
average means finds himself faced 
with the necessity of paying more and 
more for the cost of living. One of the 
reasons is that we are ceasing to keep 
the most vigorous of the rural popula- 
tion on the farm. We keep saying, 
parrot-Jike, ‘back to the land,’ but*they 
are not going back to the land. An@? 
unless we can-+find some way to keep 
the young men on the farms, and to 
train them to the end of making farm- 
ing a scientific businegs, we shal! fail 
in finding a solution for the gravest 
problem of our day.” 

Work Soon Begins. 

Mr. Barrett announced that as soon 
as the site for the central institution 
had been selected work would be 
speedily prosecuted with regard to the 
county schools. 

“There is no reason why,” he said, 
“we should not eventually support one 
school, one practical agricultural 
school, where boys can learn real farm- 
ing. in every county in’ the United 
States. 

“It really amounts to a revolution- 
izing of the rural yrroblem. ; 

Developing Community Spirit. 

“For the methods at our schools will 
all be directed toward developing the 
community spirit in every part of the 
country. That is now one of the faults 
in rural life tn America. The farmer 
ig too much of an individualist. He is 
He hesitates to make 
concessions so that, by concert of ac- 
tion, he can advance the general wel- 
fare. We are going to attack the 
problem from this angle. Cooperation 
will be one of our strongest weapons. 
The boy will learn how to depend upon 
his own efforts, but he will also learn 
how indispensable it is to work in ia- 


| 
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telligent harmony with his neighbor 
and with society-at-large. 


Schools Wil] Also Teach Living. 

“Viewed from a broad standpoint, 
these schools will simply teach life. 
They will emphasize the present ideals 
of,the farmer where they are worthy. 
They will substitute new ideals where 
the old ones are unworthy or un- 
achieving. And each ohe of our schools 
will be a kind of mission for the dis- 
semination of sentiment of this nature. 

No Frills, Just Work. 

“At these schools there will be no 
frills, but just work. We are going 
to squander no money in magnificent 
buildings. We will be satisfied if we 
gxet log cabins, provided the structure 
is substantial and roomy. 

“Everything will be built with an 
eye to teaching lessons in artistic 
beauty. The buildings will be built 
along artistic lines and the grounds 
kept in attractive, orderly condition. 

Bona Fide Farm With Each One. 

“A bona fide farm of several hun-4d 
dred acres will accompany each school. 
It is my present plan to require each 
student to do at least half a day’s work 
each day in the fields, following what- 
ever brand of agriculture he has de- 
cided upon. 

“It will be actual, honest farm work, 
too, not just a little dabbling and ex- 
perimenting. Each boy will be allotted 
a certain task, according to his ability, 
and he will be required to perform the 
task, just as though he were under 
contract to an employer. 


Practical in Every Phase. 


“The boys that come to these schools | 
will come to labor and to learn, not, 
to indulge in pastimes or loafing. 

“Hundreds of thousands of boys 
throughout America are today failing 
to realize their advantages, destined to. 
come up into stunted and unproductive | 
lives. because of adequate, practieal , 
training. ° 

“These schools are just for that sort 
of boy, the sert whose parents ‘re 
in a quandary as what to do with them. 
We are Whee to help these boys find 
themselves. “. We are ‘going to train 
them:for farming as carefully as the 
bovs are trained for the law, for medi- 
cine. for business or any other voca- 
tion. 

“We are going to train them so that 
if they want to go fro Georgia to 
Washington, or Washington to Geor- 
gia, they will be able to make a living 
with equal facility. 


Why Boys Leave Farm and the Penalty 

“Do you know why American boys 
are increasingly leaving the farm to- 
day. and the inevitable consequences? 
They are going to the cities because 
of the natural lure of civilization, the 
facilities for advancement, for for- 
tune for education, for pleasure, for 
development. And the penalty is be- 
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ing. visited upon the country, in less 
competent tillers of the soil, in ascend- 
ing scale of livings The mischief has 
just begun. Unless the tendency is 
checked, gzood workers on the farm 
will become scarcer each year; we 
will begin eventually te import Ovr 
food supplies, and the cost of livia 
will rise out of all proportion to the 
income of the average American. 

‘“Sagacious Americans sounded this 
warning some months ago, among them 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Gifford Pinchot and a 
dozen other eminent and studious citi- 
zens. 

“T honestly believe this national nei 
of schools I have outlined is the sole 
remedy. Can you point toeany other 
more jogical? I don’t believe you can. 
We need to reform our wasteful, our 
extravagant methods of farming and 
ef soil depletion, and to engraft on 
American agricuiture only the most 
scientific and approved methods. , We 
need to make life in the country more 
attractive. We need new and more 
leaders in the country. And _ these 
schools mean all of these products, as 
surely ag One and one is two.” 

Boys Can Specializc. 

President Barrett pointed out that 
under the system he had so far out- 
Mned, boys will be allowed to specialize 


in whatever branch they wish to enter, 
and will be encouraged to develop in- 


dividuality. : 
The Central College. 
“The central university. which is to 
be fed by these country colleges, will 
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TO EVERY BOY IN UNITED STATES” 


be the most complete and wonderful 
of its kind in the world. Already I 
have received many offers from various 
states to locate it, and it will only be 
a question of choice. 

Plenty of Money Available.

While in Washington recently, -Mr. 


Barrett unfolded his plans to Dr. S. A. 
Knapp, in charge of the government 
farm demonstration work, probably-the 
best-informed scientific agriculturalist 
in the country. Dr. Knapp was unqual- 
ifiedly enthusiastic over the prospects, 
classifying the idea as one of the 
farthest-reaching and most construc 
tive in the history of the country. 

Mr. Barrett, during the last -few 
months, has also discussed the plan 
with other prominent Americans, and 
in. every quarter he has received the 
most pronounced encouragement.

London, October 9.—(Special.)—One 
of the institutions of the London the- 
atrical season every year,.is the Dryry 
Lane drama, and this year it has sur- 
passed itself in providing thrills which 
must make even the most jaded thea- 
tergoer sit up and take notice. 

The Drury Lane drama is always 
good, honest, old-fashioned melodrama. 
There are never any social or matrimo- 
nial problems to vex the brains of the 


audience, and there is never anything 
that could offendgthe most inexper- 
'fenced specimen of the “young per- 
t eon. Virtue is always triumphant 
and vice always goes down to defeat 
at Drury Lane, and this year is no ex- 
ception to the rule. The great feature 
about the Drury Lane productions efter 
their magnificence, ig their realism. 
“Stage effects” of the old-fashioned 
_kind are scorned by Arthur Collins, on 
‘whom the mantie of Augustus Harrie 
‘ga the most magnificent stage producer 
‘in London has fallen. If there is to be 
@ race scene at Drury Lane the audi- 
ence gan count on seeing real race 
‘horses on the stage, and if there is to 
be a train wreck or a motor car acci- 
‘dent !t is sure to be the genuine thing. 
Race Horses on Stage. 

The Drury Lane drama this year is 
called “The Whip.” It takes its name 
from that of the race horse which cuts 
a very large figure in the development 
of the plot, but tn addition to “The 
, Whip” there is a whole stable full of 
other horses inthe production. Ali 
told, there are ten thoroughbreds, 
@ighteen hacks and\ bunters, a ecb and 
a pony, and at one point in the deyel- 


|, pment of, the play they are all on the 


stage together. In addition to this 
there are twelve couples @f foxhounds 
and six couples of otter hounds, bedides 
a terrier or two.and a couple of non- 
descript dogs. 

One would think that the rehearsing 
of these equine and canine actors until 
they were “word perfect”,in their parts 
would. be almost an impossible task, 
but I am assyred that as a matter of 
fact most of them.take to their work 
in much better shape than some hu- 
man members of the company. The 
horses in particular enter into the 
spirit of the thing and seem to enjoy 
every minute they are on the stage. 

This is the more surprising, as the 
horses are called on to do things that 
surely never entered into their experi- 
ence. Take the race scene, for in- 
Stance. A dozen horses take part in 
that, each galloping his hardest, and 
the illusion is so perfe@ that the peo- 
ple in front of the footlights hardly 
realize that they are makjng no prog- 
ress at all. Each horse is fixed by his 
bellyband to an fron stanchion and as 
he gallops the floor moves rapidly 
under him. Like the audience, the 
horse does not realize that he ts stand- 
ing still, for the effect of movement 
is produced on his brain by the rapid 
motion of*the painted panorama at the 
back of the. ‘Stage. 

Turf Put on Stage. . 

The only difficulty which was experi- 
enced in training the horses was due 
to the fact that they were apt to 


become frightened at the noise made 
by their irgon-clad hoofs on the boards 
of the stage. THis was overcome by 
using a matting made in Beflin spe- 
cially for the theater. It not only looks 
Hke, but feels like turf. It is three 
inches thick and three and one-half 
tons of ft were used in eleven strips, 
each 6 feet wide and 47 inches long 
Forty-nine men are employed oreny 
night to fix it on the stage.

rapid motion in the race scene is ob- 
tained is also interesting. An ordinary 
panoramic scene would be, impossible 
on the scale reqWired at Drury Lane, 
for it would be impossible to prevent 
wrinkies and kinks, which would be 
fatal to the illusion, if not the cause 
of serious accident. The Drury Lane 
panorama travels on an immense steel 
curtain, which was built by a great 
Thames shipbuilding firm and which is 
worked every night by a force of en- 
gineers from the shipyard. This screen 
is 46 feet wide and 30 feet high and 
it travels at the rate of + miles an 
hour. 

These wonderful effects are 
possible on the Drury Lane 
which is the iargest in Londen. 
exactly 100 feet wide, 100 feet deep 
and 100 feet high. In addition to 
this there are great scenery bays on 
each side which make the whole of 
r> available for use. The 

-srovided with five elevators, 
two of ‘whjch are worked by electric, 
two by hydraulic and one by the old- 
fashioned hand power. 

In conctusionh it may be said that 
Dréry Lane is about the only theater 
in London that covld make such ex- 
pensive mounting pay. It holds 4,000 
people- and it usually manages to fill 
overs place. .

For Chinese Empire

world has now its beginning in this 
fast awakening empire of Chifia. It 
already numbers 150,000 trained 
soldie¥s. Two years from now it will 
Have 400,000 and within twénty-five 
years, if it goes ahead as did that of 
Japan, it will have 5,000,000 on a 
Peace footing and 19,000,000 in times 
of war. 

‘Such an army is not a dream of the 
opium pipe. It is a live possibility, and 
it. seems less improbable than did the 
present army of Japan twenty-five 
years ag6. The Japanese army bégan 
its creation in 1872. On a peace. foot- 
ing it noW numbers 600,000, and its 


War strength is close to a million. To-_| 
day. one “Japanese in everw eighty is | man officers in their employ. 


serving as a soldier, and at a pinch, 
one in-every forty can be thrown into 
tye field. China {is already in advaneée 

the Japan of a quarter of a century 
g@xo. Her soldiers are now being trained 
by the best of foreign military talent. 
They are armed with modern weapons, 
end their organization is on the lines 
which have brought up the army of 
Japan | 

The military system of Japan .came 
from Germany. That of China is the 
same, with * Japanese improvements. 
Let us contrast the China of the fu- 
ture with the Germany of the present. 
The Germans keep ! per cent of their 
whole sixty millions under arms, and 
in times of war they could put 5 per 
cent of them into the field. Their 
peace army is 600,000 and their war 
strength more than three millions. In 
the same ratio, China. with its 400,- 
000,000, will keep 4,000,000 soldiers in 
time of. peace, and will be able to 
muster 20,@00,000 in times of war. I 
repeat: These are not visions. The 
yellow giant is already in the gymna- 
sium. He is swinginc dumbbells ‘and 
Indian clubs under the best of mod- 
ern physical ditectors. He is out on 
the drill gfound, practicing the goose 
step and learning to shoot. 


China’s New Army. 

TI had a long chat last night with 
a*high military authority who is sta- 
tioned in Pekin. He is a trained offi- 
cer of one of the great European pow- 
ers, who has been sent here to in- 
vestigate what China is doing. It is 
his business to keep track of-the mill- 
tary forces of the empire, to visit them 
in their camps and attend their ma- 
neuvers He has just returned from 
sham battles between two of the 
armies on the Yang-TSe-Kiang, and is 
full of the changes which are going 
on in military matters gll over this 
empire. Said he: 

“The growth of China's army is fast 
becoming a serious problem, and it Is 
one which is bound to trouble the 
world in the future. You can have 
no ideg of the situation without going 
from province to province. The cen- 
tral government has ordered each 
viceroy or governor to create one or 
more army divisions. In addition, one 
has been assigned to Manchuria and 
another to Chinese Turkestan. The re- 
organization is going of after a 
scheme laid down by Yuan Shih Kai 
and -others in 1904. Yuan might be 
called the father of the new . army. 
His scheme started in with 60,000 
men. In 1900 over 100,000 were drill- 
ing, and the enrollment will soon be 
double that number. It already com- 
_Pprises twelve divisions of more than 
12,000 each, and it will eventualiy 
be increased to thirty-six divisions, or 
about 420,000. This number should be 
under arms by the end of 1911. It will 
be divided into two armies; one of the 
north and one of the south.” ' 

A Chinese Division, 

“What is the character of 
new arnry?” I asked. 

“Practically the same as that of the 
army of Japan. The troops have 
Japanese military, text books, and 
they use the same physical exercises, 
the same sanitary methods,, and the 
same drill. As to the divisions, they 
are constituted in the same way. Eacn 
has four regiments of infantry, one 
of cavairy ,and one of artillery. In 


China’s 


balloon and telegraph a as well 
as a company devoted to -sanitary 
work. It numbers, ‘all told, 12,512 men, 
including officers, soldiers, clerks 
employees and servants of all kinds.” 

“Are such divisions” already organ- 
ized in all of the provinces?” 

“No. But they ve been begun in 
every province and they are actuaHy in 
operation in about three-fourths of 
them. Some provinces, such.aa, Chihli 
and Szechwan, have three divisions of 
armies of 36,000 men each, while oth- 
ers, such as Honan, Shdnsi and Cheak- 
iang, have only one.” 


The New Officérs. 


I asked here as to the training of the 
troops, and the military.’expert replied: 
“The most of the“drilifng is done by 
Chinese who have been educated 
abroad; although a few of the viceroys 


nd governors have Japanese or. Gef- 
How- 
ever, foreigners are used chiefiy in the 
military schools, 
| organization... being carried out*by the 
Chinegt themselves. This country has 
i'now many graduates of foreign mili- 
tary academies, and it is annually 
sending more and mere army students 
abroad. There are 30 Chinese study- 
ing in such schools in. France, six in 
Germany, two in England and two at 
We Point. Many are being educated 
in Japan, 
and graduates now In the service. The 
young capnees began to go abroad for 
military “instruction as soon as the 
Boxer trouble was over. The majority 
of them went to Japan, choosing that 
country for several reagons. 
the forbearance and kindness of the 
Japanese troops during the rebellion, 
and another Japan’s proximity to 
China. The fact that education there 
cost less was a great inducement, as 
was also the Japanese language, which 
is so allied to: the Chinese that these 
people learn it more easily than any 
other. It is for thig reason that they 
have adopted Japanese text-books, 
which are now being translated into 
Chinese. 


Chinn's Military Schools. 

“Tell me something about 
military schools.” 

“They are now to be found in everv 
province and in every large city. The 
#Zovernment scheme provides for a pro- 
vincial military school at the capital of 
each province and an academy at every 
one of the larger cities. The provincial 
schools might be called the primary 
military schools and the academieée the 
secondary or high schools. In addi-

tion there is to be a.military univer- 
sity, or war college, at Pekin.” 

“These schools are first-class, 
are run along modern lines,” the ex- 
pert went on. “I visited one the 
other day at Hankow, about six hun- 
dred miles from the sea up the Yangtse 
river. The schoqgl there has 1,000 stu- 
dents, and buildings havye-been put uv 
to accommodate 3,000. The pupils are 
bright young soldiers, detailed by the 
regimental commanders of the forces 
at Hankow. * They range) in age from 
18 to 24 and enter the _ school for 
a course of three years. They are 
actual soldiers who live in the bar- 
racks and who go through their regu- 
lar drill, although they put in sev- 
eral hours every day in the school. 
They are the brightest young men of 
that army, and-are being educated to | 
become the officers of the future, Those 
who rank highest will be given the 
best places andjput in command, while 
the others will teach tn primary mili-

addition gach division has a battalion 
of engineers and transport troops, a 


tary schools. When the ~- academies 
are started the best of the graduates 
will be admitted there, and they will. 
not be appointed as officers until they 
have gone through them.

A Great War College at Peking. 

“How about the military university?’ 

“That will be at Peking. It will be 
modeled on the same plang as your 
new war college in Washington, and 
will give the highest class of instruc- 
tion. It will deal with military 
probelms of all kinds and of army or- 
ganization on the broadest scale. The 
buildings have already been construct-

The war college and the war 
department together have about 
largest modern buildings erected since 
the Boxer rebellion.” 

“In addition to these military 
schools,” continued the colonel, “every 
one of the new public schools in all 
parts ‘of the empire .is drilling its 
students. The government requires 
that the bovs have uniforms and that 
they be taught military tactics. The 
little eight-yvear-olds and ten* year-olds 
their military evolu- 
tions on certain days of every week, 
and all practice athletics and physical 
‘training. In some schools this train- 
ing is superintended by officers de- 
tailed from the garrisons nedrby, and 
in others by Chinese teachers educated 
in t#® militarv schools at home and 
abroad. In this way every Chinese 
schoolboy is being fitted to enter -the 
army and a vast amount of excellent 
material is in process of creation. 


Soldiers Being Respected. 

“Has any change taken place in the 
opinion of the Chinese as regards the 
military profession?” 

“Yes. “& great chafige! Until now 
the soldier has belonged to the low- 
est class of society. The Celgstials 
have always held four grades of fre- 
At the top. are the 
scholars, who have studied or passed 
the examinations. To this clags lharge- 
ly belong the officials, and teachers 
and writers of every kind. The second 
who have 
to do with tilling the soil; the farm- 
ers and gardeners. After them come 
the mechanics, and _ still further down 
in the scale the merchants and trades- 
men, with the soldier lowest of all. 
Today the soldier is better paid, and 
the government at Pekin has so ele-

looked upon as a desirable pro- 
Many of the younger sons of 
families are being sent 
trained for service, and 
many are in the army and naval 
here. <A military ~school for 
the sons of nobles has been establish- 
ed at Pekin. We had eighty-éight of 
its students at the maneuvers. They 
were all noble, and among them were 
many of the sons of the highest of- 
ficials. The military training in’ the 
common schools is also raising the so- 
cial standing of tha soldiers, and, as 
the army grows in size and importance 
China may develop a military aris- 
tocracy such as now exists, in Ger- 
many and Japan.” 
China’s Military Equipment. 
“How are the soldiers armed?” 
“They. have modern weapons, 
though not always of the latest 
tern. The regulations as to such 
things are issued at Pekin, but the 
arms are selected and paid for by the 
local governors, and they are bought 
at the lowest rates.. There is undoubt- 
ea_ly frayd in many of the purchases; 
but the gevernment sends out its in- 
spectors to examine the army equip- 
ment, and, on the whole, the weapons 
are effective. Of those ,now in use, 
the most came from Germany, but 
many are from Japan. The Japanese 
guns are of the latest patterns, and of 
exceHMent make. As a rule, the Mauser 
rifle is used. It is intended that the 
arms and ammunition shall eventual- 
ly all be standarized.” 

“Does China use 
guns?” 

‘IT think not; I have seen none in 
‘the camps I have visited. Your arms 
are too. costly.”

Well Paid Soldiers. 


“What wages ao the troops get?’ 
“Comparatively speaking, they 
well paid. 
more than the soldiers of Europe, and 
in consideration of the low cost. of liv- 
ing and the wages of the other classes 
C1 society they receive almost as much 
as your men gt home. The American 
private receives about 46 cents a day, 
or $13.90 a month. The lowest private 
here gets 12 cents a day and a cileth- 
ing allowance. Sergeants receive aboyt 
$3.75 a month, Neutenants __$37.60 and 
captains $45, with an allowance for 
entertaining. The major of the Chinese 
battalion is paid 100 taels, or $75, 
monthly, and he has:in addition 140 
taels for allowance. A colonel 140 
taels, with 200 taels extra, and a gen- 
eral commanding a division has .400 
taels, with an allowance of 600 taels. 
This gives the general 1,000. taels 
monthly, or about 750 American dol- 
lars. That is $9,000 a year. It is not 

at all bad.”’ 


An Effective Police. 
“How about the drill of the army? 
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but ali are subordinate to Pe- 
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‘a half ago. 


And is it being made into an effective 
force?’ 

“The drill is excellent, and that is so 
in every division I havé visited. The 
mien go through their evolutions: as 
well as any troops I have seen. As to 
shooting, they have not had much. prac- 
tice at that. Ammunition costs heavi- 
ly, and so far the army has not *had 
enough money to spend a great deal on 
target practice.” 

“Speaking of their = effectiveness, 
while the Chinese soldiers are not as 
efficient man to man as the European 
or Japanese soldier, yet they are rapid- 
ly improving, and I see no reason 
why they should not become. so. They 
have proved themselves effective in 
suppressing all internal disorders that 
have recently arisén. This means that 
the government hajs already in its 
hands what it has never had before, 
and that is a machine for the imme- 
diate quelling of a.rebellion. It also 
means that the government will soan 
be inewthe position to do as it pleases, 
and that it Will be able to regulate 
a taxation and revenue system for the 
whole empire. When that time comes 
we ehall have a new China indeed. 


How the Geoverument Is Quellizg Re- 
bellions. Bamana 

“There is nothing that has done so 
much to make the army.popular as thea 
two or three rebellions which have 
been put down by the new troops 
within the past two years. The rail- 
roads have enabled the soldiers to be 
quickly sent to the. seat of trouble, 
and possible revolutions have been 
stamped out in their beginning. There 
was One such rebéllion on the western 
borders of Shantung about a year and 
The government telegraph- 
ed the army commanders at Hankow, 
and, by the Hankow-Pekin railroad, 
an effective force was soon on the 
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‘would have involved all 
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: cia It was only a year ago that 
a rebellion was put down in Yunnan 
by’ the foreign trained troops, and 
last November a revolution which 
China was 
nipped in the bud at Anking on the 
Yangtse. That was perhaps the most 
serious trouble that has faced the new 
China, but it was quelled by means of 
the telegraph and the army, backed 
by a governor who had nerve enough 
to use them. Indeed, I think it safe to 
cay that from now on China can con- 
trol its own people: that the begin- 
ning of a well organizea empire has 
been made and that it will soon be 
well under way.” 

How One Governor Saved China. 

Since my talk with this man I have 
‘learned more about the rebellion at 
Anking. It took place at the time of 
the deaths of the emperor and the 
empress dowager, and had it not been 
for the prompt action of the governor 
of Anhul it would have involved Ching 
In a civil war that might have been 
equal to the Taiping rebellion, in which 
twenty millions were killed and whole 
provinces were ruined. It would have 
probably caused the killing of many 
of cur missionaries, and would have 
put China far back on its march of 
civilization—if, indeed, it had not fe- 
sulted in the breaking up of the em- 
pire and its division among the for- 
eign powers. -This rebellion was plan- 
i by a large secret society that had 
sworn to drive out the Manchus as 
soon as the great empress dowager 
died. The sceiety had persuaded two 
of the modern battalions to start the 
rebellion. They were to seize the city 
of Pekin, and then two regiments of 
infantry were to join them. At the 
Same time they thought the whole 
province of twelve millions would come 
to their support and that the revolution 
would be extended to all parts of the 
country. This rebellion actually start- 
ed, but it was prevented by the energy, 
courage and resourcefulness of the gov- 
ernor of Anhui, a protege of Yuan 
Shih Kai, who was at anking at the 
time. .He had learned of the plot and 
prepared for it. 

How the Rebellion Was Quelled. 

Anking is a walled city, and the gates 
are closed at nightfall. The mutineers 
had caused fires to break out In their 
barracks, expecting that the fire com- 
panies of the city would be sent out 
to extinguish them, and that they 
would rush through the gates thus 
opened, and take the town. There was 
a vast deal of ammunition in the armo- 
ry, and this would have sufficed for 
the start of the rebellion. 

The governor had given special or- 
ders, however, that the gates be kept 
closed, and when the fire appeared he 
was obeyed. The nmputineers rushed up 
to the wall and tried to get in. but 
the governor took off his official robes, 
assumed command of the 600 troops 
inside the city and kept back the 
rioters. At the same time he sent 
telegrams up and down the river, and 
by morning the Chinese gunboats be- 
fan to arrive. <At the order of the 
governor they fired on the barracks 
of the mutineers and drove them to 
the hills. At the same time the gov- 
ernor opened the gates and ordered 
the two regiments of infantry to fol- 


| persed it. 


lew the mutineers and attack them. 
They refused, some of thetr number 
deserted, increasing the force of the 
rebels to over 1,000. The next day the 
governor attacked this band and djs- 
He then called up the regi- 
bents of infantry and told them that 
they had disobeved orders, but that 
they would not be punished if they 
would stack thelr arms and make no 
further trouble. They did so, and hav- 
ing gotten passession of the arms, he 
discharged them from the ranks, beat- 
ing President Roosevelt's exploit at 
Brownsville by two battalions. 

In the meanwhile the troops: were 
moving toward Anking. ~The governor 
had notified the army by telegraph, 
and within thirty-six hours there were 
five columns of soldiers marching upon 
the city from different sections of the 
country. The result was that all 
thought of rebellion at once disappear- 
ed and the people accepted the new 
emperor and the present administra- 
tion as fixed and unchangeable. I un- 
derstand that there will be no further 
trouble, and that peace is now fixed 
in every part of the empire.

And they are delighted with our 
streams. Shoal creek, as its name im- 
plies, bristling with rumbling, foaming 
shoals fit for water power, was a sight 
of wonder to three auto loads of them 
that we were with yesterday—the 
wonder was that such power should be 
idie, wasting and “enough,” said: one 
of the side-whiskered gentlemen, “to 
run every machine in the state of Mas- 
sachusetts.” 

On #napfinger creek the surprise at 
idle water was just as great, but the 
delights of the trip was found in gath- 
ering grapes and muskadines on John 
Keller’s farm along South river. Here, 
under the shades of the sycamores, a 
lunch was spread at noon, and as we 
camped there Brown found his oppor- 
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tunity to “spread” himself on the days 
when Ku-Klux reigned, and the won- 
der to me is that all the yankees that 
come like to hear of Ku-Klux and 
things of “daring.” 

I am much more popular with these 
visitors than Brown, if I can ever get 
him choked off long enough for an op- 
portunity to exploit myself. But Brown 
hushed on this occasion just at an op- 
portune time for me, for just then 
along came a good woman I have 
known for years, with a little girl, 
gathering muskadines. One of the 
visiting ladies remarked upon the sad 
and forlorn look of the woman, and 
the rest seemed ready to turn up their 
noses at her appearance.

She was a wife 
for/an hour.

For a Winter Trip tq Europe. 
IN SOUTHERN EUROPE. 

A short time ago we received a Yet- 
ter from a young gentleman signing 
himself ‘‘Novice,” in which he wrote 
that he was planning a short trip 
abroad thig winter, combining business 
and pleasure, sailing in November and 
returning in January.

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Interesting Story of Magnifi- 
cent Work Accomplished 
After Twelve Years’ 
Effort. 


After twelve years of hard work, the 
New Jersey Federation of Women’s 
Clubs is receiving congratulations from 
the club women of all sections of the 
country. 

Through the courtesy of the Georgia 
author, Mr. Lucius Pery Hills, in send- 
ign Mrs. Ottley the New York papers, 
it is possible to give the Georgia club 
women a resume of the grand~»celebra- 
tion which honored their co-workers in 
New Jersey. 

The press committee is particularly 
indebted to Mr. Hills, as his thought- 
fulness comes at an opportune ‘moment, 
as if rumor speaks truly what the .ew 
Jersey women have _ spent twelve 
years doing for the Palisades of the 
Hudson. river, Georgia women must 
do for Tallulah Falls if they are to re- 
main one of the great beauties of the 
state. It is to be hoped the Georgia 
women may not have to work ftwelve 
years to attain the preservation of 
these beautiful falls, which should be- 
come one of the noted chosen places of 
Georgia, 

History of the Work. 

“But for the women of New Jersey, 
Palisade park would not exist today, 
and there is every probability that a 
goodly portion of those’ self-same 
bluffs would by this time have been 
blasted away. Pioneers in the work of 
preservation of the Palisades, the 
women of Englewood and its vicinity, 
interssted fellow members of the State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs more 
than a dozen years ago in their work 
for this good cause. 

“Not quite one year 4go the women 
of the state commemorated their efforts 
and closed their direct work for the 
Palisades.”’ 

Five Hundred Acres in New Park. 

The Palisades of the Hudson—fa- 
mous scenic beauties of that historic 
river—were preserved from the blas- 
ter’s hammer. In the preservation of 
the Palisades it was found a vast tract 
of land—over five hundred acres—lay 
at the foot of the granite giants which 
was acquired for a park. 

The Joint Commission Apointed. 

It was only after several failures 
that the New Jersey women succeeded 
in passing a bill through their general 
assembly appointing a state commis- 
sion. Then New York followed suit, 
and the joint commissions went to 
work. 

The President’s Report. 

Hon. G. W. Perkins, president of the 
commission, reported to the governors 
of. the respective states that the task 
of the commission was finished with 


the preservation of the Palisades from 
Fort Lee, N. J., on the south, to Pied- 
‘mont, N. Y., on the north, and the ded- 
‘ication of the park, and said 

“Here, within actual sight of a great 
city, is a little world of almost virgin 
nature, which has been rescued for the 
people and now stands as a permanent 
monument to the @iscovery of the Hud- 
son river. I leave for others to tell of 
what nature has done for this unique 
strip of ‘land. Man can do no more 
than preserve its natural grandeur 
and make the park accessible to one 
and all, and to this end the commission 
respectfully asks the support of the 
public and the governors of the re- 
spective states, who are our honored 
guests of the dedication of this park 
today.” 

The commissioners have acquired 
about 175 acres of land in all, includ- 
ing twenty-one homesteads or resi{- 
dences, which are still occupied for a 
nominal rental. 

Several docks are scattered along 
through the 600 acres of land embraced 
in the park district. In fact, when the 
commission took up its work nine years 
ago, the Palisades were practically un- 
known and rarely ,if ever, visnted by 
any one. Ag the blasting ceased and 
the cliffs were made somewhat access- 
ible, the people of New York and New 
Jersey began to enjoy this wonderful 
region. During the summer of -905 the 
commission issued twenty-five permits 
to people ‘to camp on the Palisades. 
Under those permits during the past 
summer, approximately 3,000 campers 
have enjoyed the shores of the Pal- 
lsades during the holidays and on Sun- 
days. This is in addition to many hun- 
dreds of picnickers who have visited 
the district for a few hours at a time. 

Two Handsome Donations. 

“Two contributiong to the commis- 
sion stand out as conspicuously valua- 
ble in the work that has been accom- 
plished. That of Mr. Morgan, of 
$100,000 at a critical moment in the 
beginning of the commission’s efforts, 
and a donation made last week by Mr. 
and Mrs. Hamilton McK. Twomby, of 60 
acres of land and 3,000 feet of riparian 
rights, 

“The parcel of land presented by Mr. 
and Mrs. Twomby has been owned by 
them for a number of years, and dur- 
ing the past thirteen years they have 
maintained a dock and comfortable 
récreation grounds, and excursions 
have been run from the city for people 
who could not afford the outing them- 
selves. During the past thirteen years 
365,000 people from the city have en- 
joyed the benefits of a ride up the 
Hudson, a few hours att his charming 
landing, and a ride back to New York. 
{n accepting this handsome gift the 
commission has agreed to maintain this 
landing and permit all worthy institu- 
tions and all accredited individuals to 
uSe the property for the same worthy 
purposes for which Mr. and Mrs. 
Twomby used it in the past. 

Monument to Be Erected. 

“In commemoration of the work for 
Palisades preservation accomplished 
by the Federation of Women’s Clubs of 
New Jersey, the commission has set 
aside a reservation, on a commanding 
bluff, on,which a suitable monumens ts 
to be ertcted from funds contributed 
by their friends; $3,000 raised by the 
women of New York and New Jersey 
has already been placed in this fund in 
honor of the public spirited men and 
women of both states, who labored in 


the cause of Palisades preseryat} 
the beginning of the movement.” -

SUCCESS COMPLIMENTS 
GEORGIA CLUB WOMEN 


The current issue of Success contains 
the following article pertaining to the 
Georgia Federation of Woman's Clubs: 

“Some one has remarked that the 
southern woman is even more strenu- 
ous than her northern sister, probably 
because she has been saving up her 
energies for a couple of generations. 
Whatever the cause, the well-directed 
energy of the daughters of the south- 
land is among the hopeful signs of to- 
day. 

The women of Georgia are now de- 
voting themselves to the schools. There 
fis a lot of illiteracy in Georgia, but its 
days are numbered. The Georgia State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs has just 


built an industrial school at Tallulah 
Falls, where boys and girls can get 
useful training, and the women have 
gone into their pockets to keep the 
institution going. 

Another plan of the Georgia federa- 
tion is to give pensions to the poor, 
earnest girls who cannot, without this 
help, secure an adequdte education. 
From §20 to $75 is necessary to secure 
a girl a year’s training, and the fed- 
eration feels sure that the money so 
loaned will be returned as soon as the 
pupil becomes self-supporting. The 
best investment that any community 
can make, say the Georgia women, is in 


education.”

During July I addressed the follow- 
ing letter to the members of the 
finance committee of the Francis Bar- 
tow Memorial Dormitory, and have a 
reply from each member.

“On Friday, July 9, Miss Baxter 
came to Savannah enroute to New 
York, and held a conference that morn- 
ing with Mrs.eN. B. Harrison, treas- 
urer for the dormitory fund, and my- 
self, as to our future course in rerard 
to the proposed dormitory at the Ra-. 
bun Gap Industrial School. After 
hearing Miss Baxter's account of her 
recent visit to the school, in company 
with Mrs. W. G. Raoul, and after 
reading over much correspondence with 
Mr. Hodgson and others interested, 
Mrs. Harrison, Miss Baxter and I, 
agreed on the following: 

“First. We do not believe a dormi- 
tory is at present needed at this school 
and consider its future, need indefinite, 
unless the school’s financial condition 
improves very much: 

“Second. We do not feel justified in 
recommending the Georgia Division to 
put their hard earned money in @ 
building under these circumstances; 

“Third. Believing, as we certainly 
do, in Mr. Ritchie’s self-sacrifice, honor 
and integrity, as well as that of his 
| wife, and seeing and knowing the good 
they have already accomplished, and 
the great usefulness still 
the school, we do not wish to with- 
draw our support, but, if possible, to 
devise some meang of supplving their 
immediate needs. We, therefore, submit 
the following for your consideration, 
hoping you will agree with us or sug- 
gest some better plan, viz.: 

“We, @s a committee, recommend to 
the executive board and the convention 
of the Division: That the sum now 
available for the dormitory, $3,200, be 
the nucleus of a fund to be called the 
Francis Bartow Memorial Educational 
Fund; that the Division work to in- 
crease this fund to $10,000 in the near 
future; that the interest on this fund 
be used for scholarships at present 
for the Rabun Gap school, later on. 
should the Division think best, in other 
fields. In this way we would be help- 
ing the school at once, and even now 
we could maintain three children there, 
and as our fund grows each vear could 
add to the number. We are agreed 
that we must not desert this school or 
Mr. Ritchie. and think the above is our 
best and surest’ way of helping both.

Tech played her second football game 
of the season at Ponce de Leon park 
yesterday afternoon against the Mooney 
team. of Murfreesboro, Tenn., and they 
won by the score of 35 to 6.

BEAUTY SCHEME. 
AT AUTO SHOW 


Decorations ‘Worth the 
Admission Price. 


Raised Plaques of Flying Mer- 
cury at the Wheel, Artificial 
Flowers, Flags, Shields and 
Oil Paintings to Be Used in 
Color Schemes. 


Raised plaques of Flying Mercury at 
the Wheel, smilax and artificial flow- 
ers in profusion, flags, eagles and 
shields in great number, and scores 
of twenty-foot ‘oil paintings illustrat- 
ing famous motoring incidents and 
scenes, will be used tn the decorative 
scheme for the Atlanta Automobile 
Show, which opens on November 6. 

The main floor center will have. @ 
row of posts supporting raised letter 
signs, the whole surmounted by arti- 
ficial flowers. On the sides and ends 
will be a platform about fifteen feet 
high with a rail above. The back- 
ground of these spaces will be covered 
with green burlap to the heighth of 
the signs, this to be backed up by 
double rail fences. Half posts will be 
used to support signs, being covered 
to match those in the center. © There 
will be the usual ‘raised letter signs 
as in the center, the letters being in- 
dividually cut and of a unfform size. 
There will be a profusion of: flowers 
along this platform and above the 
signs, partly hidden by the flowers, 
will be a: border of oil paintings, eight 
feet high by twenty feet long that 
will show some of the notable inci- 
dents of recent motor car races and 
tours. Above these pictures will be a 
strip of red burlap to the top of the 
balcony roof. Flags, eagles and shields 
will be used to relieve the top strip. 

The balcony will be covered on the 
inside by pillars draped with flags 
and bunting. The signs will be the 
same as in the center, but-will be 
double, showing the same from the 
inside, while the flower effect will 
also be put to use. 

The ceiling of the main hal! will be 
profusely decorated with flags and 
bunting, the latter in strips forming 
artistic folds, while there will be 
hanging eagles and shields with ef- 
fective decorative lighting. 

Taft Hall, which is one of the hand- 
somest halls of its size In the country, 
and is at the right of the main en- 
trance to the building, will be treated 
in the same manner as the main floor. 
The ceiling of the Taft Hall will be 
decorated the same as the main. build- 
ing with a greatly increased amount 
of lighting over what {fs normaliy

In the basement the same effect will 
be carried out as in the main part of 
the building. Paintings, bunting, 
flags, eagles, shields and small pic- 
tures being used in profusion, some 
of them partially hidden by artificial 
flowers.

As the visitors enter the main en- 
trawce they will be greeted with an 
artfstic lighting effect, with flags and 
Shields and artifielal flowers arranged 
entirely different from what has been 
seen at motor car shows in the past. 
The same plan will be followed inthe 
accessory divisions on the mezzanine 
and second floor and in the Taft Hall 
and -basement..: 

The floor covering will be of green 
denim with a red border, these floor 
coverings now being in the process of 
making. They will bé laid, one piece 
in each exhibit, like a carpet. Even 
the denim for the big Taft Hall will 
be made in one. piece, fastened only 
on the edges, while the aisles in Taft 
Hall will be covered with oil cloth. 

The basement eovering will be of 
green matting, while the accessory 
Spaces will have green denim with the 
red border. Gilded ratis will be used 
to divide the various spaces. Smilax 
will be ‘used plentifully throughout 
the building, adding to the general

‘Charges Discrimination 
by That Authority in 
Racing Meet. 


Barney Oldfield, the noted automo- 
bile racer and the man who has been 
looked on for seven years as the 
greatest pilot of racing cars in Amer- 
ica, is much incensed over what he 
claims was a “raw” deal handed him 
at Providence, R. IL, by an American 
Automobile Association club and again 
by the Quaker City Motor Club, of 
Philadelphia, promoters of the Fair- 


mount Park road races. 

At Providence, on October 1 and 2, 
a track meet over the historic Narra- 
gansett Park track, at which Oldfield 
was the star, was refused a sanction 
at the last minute because the pro- 
moter refused to pay the American 
Automobile ~Association club in that 
city $500 for the privilege of racing, 
in addition to the $200 which had 
been sent Chairman Hower, of the 
American Automobile Association, for 
the sanction at the “regular” rate. 

In Philadelphia the officials of the 
motor club accepted and cashed the 
check which accompanied Oldfield’s 
entry for the big Benz with which 
the invincible Barney won many races 
and got many ‘records at Indianapolis 
and Lowell. The day the entries 
closed, however, Oldfield was notified 
by the officials that his car was not 
a stock machine and he would not be 
allowed to race, 

Oldfield, said a few days ago, “They 
certainly have my dander up and I am 
an the war path. I practically started 
automobile track racing in this coun- 
try and have made my living out of 
it for seven years. In fact, after my 
fence smashing experience and my 
many battles with promoters, Ameri- 
can Automobile Association officials 
and others, it might be truthfully said 
that I have fought and bled in the 
cause. The only thing I have over- 
leaoked is dying for the game, but, at 
that, I have given fate more than 
enough chances. 

“Il consider the Providence deal a 
rank hold-up and if the American Au- 
tomoblile. Association stands for such 
a lot of grafters at the head of one 
of its clubs and fails to punish the 
club, then I am very likely to split 
with the American Automobile Asso- 
chation. I have paid thousands of dol- 
lars into the treasury of the American 
Automobile.

Cleveland, Ohio, October 9.—Fire 
destroyed the men’s convalescent cot- 
tage of the Cleveland state hospital 
for the insane, at Newburg, a suburb 
of Cleveland, tonight.

Gread disease of tuberculosis are 
treated free of charge, deepens one’s 
amazement at the indifferenc of At- 
lanta to this terrible enemy of human 
life—TUBERCULASIS. 

Negroes, with every appearance of 
being healthy, hard-working and re- 
Hable members of their race, come 
here to be treated. The outward ap- 
pearance indicates nothing. Many are 
in the incipient stages—have had a 
cold that wouldn’t go away, or have 
inexplicably lost weilght—and came 
here originally simply to get some 
medicine. They return three times a 
week to be:treated for tuberculosis. 

The number of tubercular negro ser- 
-vants working in the homes of white 
people in Atlanta, preparing their food, 
washing their dishes and laundering 
their clothes, surpass belief. Public 
indifference on this line ig only ex- 
ceeded by public ignorance. 

One of the pitiable features of this 
state of things is the unwillingness of 
the negroes to quit work when inca- 
pable of work, What will they do? 
Where will they go? Who will support 
them? 

These are questions which are put 
to the doctor and the trained nurse by 
patients who are told to take the rest 
cure. Atlanta has made no provision 
for negro victims of tuberculosis, or 
white victims either. Private charity 
is seeking to stem the dreadful onward 
march of the disease until the city 
awakes to the necessity of action. 

Another pathetic factor about the 
disease ig that it strikes men and wom. 
en of both races in their prime. The 
records show that the overwhelming 
majority of the victims are between 
the ages of 15 and 35. In other words, 
they are thus rendered helpless in the 
most productive time of life; forced out 
of the fight for a living and rendered a 
burder upon society. 

Other cities have appreciated the 
fearful economic waste of this condi- 
tion and are spending thousands to 
remedy it. Atlanta does nothing. 

Terrible Condition Among Negroes. 

In speaking of the situation among 
the negroes in Atlanta, a great many 
of whom are too poor and ignorant to 
know what steps to take, Miss Rosa 
Lowe, secretary of the Atlanta Anti- 
Tuberculosis and Visiting Nurses’ As- 
sociation, said: 

“Many of these patients are living 
in crowded quarters with no ventila- 
tion and no care to prevent the spread 
of the disease. In one of the negro 
sections of this city there is a six- 
room house in which are living four 
families of several members each, and 
a single man{ in these families there 
are sixteen children and two of them 
have tuberculosis. This housé seems 
to be a popular resort for the neigh-

very carefully disposed of in all tuber- | 
culosis hospitals or sanatoria. Thus | 
the immediate means of infection is at | 
once removed, and no one living near 
by need fear anything from thys | 
source. 

In Boston, after the establishment 
of the original Mattapan day camp, the 
citizens who traveled back and forth | 
in the street cars began to complain of | 
the consumptives who were going to 
and fro from the camp. It was soon 
demonstrated, however, that the most 
dangerous persons were not the pa- 
tients from the camp, but were some 
of the very men and women who were 
complaining of these poor unfortunates. 

A well-conducted tuberculosis sani- 
tarilum. situated on grounds reason- 
ably remote from other dwellings, 
should prove of the greatest benefit 
to the community in which it Is lo- 
cated, not only in dollars and cents, but 
also in actually increased health. 

Courts Hold Property Not Injured. 

The courts of this Gountry in pass- 
ing upon this question in its relation 
to injury to property interests, have 
held that a tuberculosis sanitarium is 
not a menace to the health of a com- 
munity and does not damage property. 
Recent decisions to this effect have 
been rendered in the courts of Massa- 
chusetts, North Carolina and Virginia.° 
In North Carolina the case arose over 
the establishment of an institution in 
Asheville by the Catholic Sisters of 
Mercy. The Virginia case was brought 
to enjoin Dr. William Parker, of Rich- 
mon, proprietor of the Chimbarazo 
sanitarium. ‘ 

A recent investigation along this line 
by the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
shows that the location of such institu- 
tlons have had a beneficial effect upon 
property values as well as upon health 
conditions. In all, thirty-seven insti- 
tutions, located in twenty-two states 
were considered. 

Some examples show the increase in 
the value of surrounding property. In 
the vicinity of a sanatorium in Port- 
land, Oregon, land has more -vthan 
doubled in value in threé years, and 
is in demand close to the sanatorium. 
At Aiken, S. C., property in the neigh- 
borhood of the local sanatorium has in- 
creased 400 per cent. since the institu- 4 
tion was built. At Hebron, Me., sur- 
rounding property has increased 20 per 
cent. as a direct result of the presence 
of a tuberculosis sanatorium. A simi- 
lar effect upon land values has taken 
place in other towns, such as Luzerne, 
Pa.; Liberty, N. Y.; Saranac Lake, N. 


Y.; Pittsford, Vt.; Mt. Vernon, Mo., and 
Silver City, N. M. At Asheville, N. C.,

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WM. M. BAIRD GIVES ANOTHER OF HIS INTERESTING _ 
TALKS ON THE SOCIOLOGY OF GENITO-URINARY DISEASES § 


| SCIENCE, TRUE PHYSIOLOGY AND GOOD MORALS COMRADES: AL WAYS 


Of course, I have had any amount of 
correspondence asking for information, 
ete., from the afflicted since I began 
these talks, but I have had some rather 
interesting correspondence praising mé 
for speaking candidly on serious sub- 
jects and in one instance gently chiding 
me for daring to speak publicly On 
what the writer seems to think a for- 
bidden subject to discuss. This letter 
was from a minister of the gospel, and 
strange to say he quotes texts from 
the Bible to prove to me that I am 
wrong in my statement that true phys- 
fjology goes hand in hand with moral- 
ity. He seems to think, or at least 
claims to think, that continence is not 
in accordance with the teaching of 
physiology. Well, he is away off. 

The quicker a young man learns that 
it is far better to have a good firm 
checkrein on himself; in other words, 
learns to have perfect control of him- 
self and then makes up his mind that 
-@ strictly continent life is the only 
correct life to lead until he can give 
a@ mortgage on society for his good 
behavior by getting married, the better 
he will be off, not only morally, but 
physically. 

If these subjects could be treated 
with less prudery and more common 
serse the better it would be for the 
average man and woman. 

One cfthe most prominent specialists 
in this country a few years ago esti- 
mated that over 259,000 deaths in the 
United States yearly were due to the 
thrée diseases, Tuberculosis, Pneumo- 
nia and Typhoid fever, and ten said 
that his belief was that Gonorrhea 
either directly or indirectly killed more 
women than’ either of these diseases 
and he was not certain, but it killed 
riore women than al! three of the dis- 
eases named. This, mind you, meant, 
too, that at least 90 per cent of these 
deaths were in innocent women. 

Sociologists arecontinually agitating 
the subject more or less sub-rosa, of 
course, but eVery observant physician 
knows it is one of the most vital sub- 
jects to be dealt with at the present 
time. 

In 1901 an estimate was made that 
over 150.000 cases were treated during 
the year in private practice in New 
York city, and this made no estimate 
of the greater number §self-treated 
or treated by druggists. Doctors com- 
petent to make an estimate have esti- 
mated anywhere from 50 per cent to 
85 per cent of all the operations per- 


formed on women in hospitals are 
either directly orindirectly due to this 
cause. Innocent women, remember. 
Now,. what is the remedy? You will say 
perhaps that reporting all cases to 
the authorities, keeping statistics, pass- 
ing strong laws demanding proper ex- 
amination before marriage, etc., but 
under every effort in this direction the 
evil seems to thrive. What is better, 
and what is the only real solution to 
the problem or any other problem so 
intimately interwoven with the moral 
and physiological life of the community. 
is better instruction, letting the peo- 
ple know the dangers and the evils of 
playing with fire brands, and the evil 
will lessen far more rapidly than all 
the legislatures in Christendom can 
make even a wee little dent in it. 
Another gentleman, a doctor, by the 
way, writes me that he has practiced 
medicine twenty years, so I presume 
he is a physician, but he signs no name. 
Says he hasn’t the least objection to my 
advertising, as he has himself become 
disgusted with the so-called code, but 
he seems to thinksI claim for myself 
something that dces not belong to me 
when ,I say I have been looking upon 
the disease as a constitutional disease 
for many years, as he has frequently 


| seen it stated in medical publications 


that the disease gets into the system 
and remains there for many years to 
be revived from time to time under 
any exciting cause, 

The doctor and I may possibly be 
both right. Hehas probably seen many 
references during the past ccuple dec- 
ades to the statement of, Noeggerath 
that the disease would @et into the 
deeper tissues and lie dormant for 
months, or it may be years, only to 
light up every now and then to make 
life truly miserable, but I was not 
speaking of the constitutional condi- 
tion as referred to by Noeggerath, but 
rather of the toxic product left by the 
disease and not thinking about the 
germ itself. Noeggerath’s paper came 
out somewhere about 31 or 32 years 
ago, if I remember rightly, and met the 
usual storm of pooh-poohs and near- 
abuse that all real advancements meet, 
and I read it with intense interest at 
the time, for it was in accordance with 
my own views even then, but his opin- 
ion was based wholly on his experi- 
ence and it was never susceptible of 
even partial proof until after the dis- 
covery of the germ a couple of years 
later.

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TUBERCULOSIS AMONG NEGROES. 


Every case of contagious disease which is not properly segregated be- 
comes a menace to the whole community. 
where conditions favor its spread, 
Patients exercising proper 


Tuberculosis, is one of the most 


virulently contagious diseases known to medicine. 
care, however, are perfectly harmless. 

The account published in today’s Constitution of the work among tuber- 
cular negroes in Atlanta should rivet the attention of every citizen. 

Through private charity the public is being protected in a measurg from 
the consequences of the city’s neglect in this field. ° 

Astounded by the dark conditions made known to them, fifty citizens 
of Atlanta responded to a recent appeal by Captain W. G. Raoul and estab- 
lished a dispensary for the treatment of tubercular negroes. 

But for this life-saving station one hundred negroes in various stages of 


tuberculosis would be today spreading the terrible disease. 

Many of them are too il] to work, but work they must, or die. There 
is no place for them to go; no hospital where they may be treated; no in- 
stitution where they. may be taken care of during convalescence. 

In addition to these negroes, several hundred others who have contracted 
the disease are now at work in white families. 

At the negro dispensary the victims are instructed in hygiene — and told 
how to live to protect others’ and get well. Those who have never been 
to the dispensary have received no such instruction, in all probability, and 
are daily spreading the infection. 

Take one instance: A negro nurse, who had charge of three littie white 
children, one day, after a long spell of sickness, had a hemorrhage. The 
white employer called in his family physician. The disease was diagnosed 
as tuberculosis. | 

The unfortunate. nurse who had been innocently subjecting her young 
charges to the dread disease was loath to stop work. There was no place 
for her in all Atlanta where health could be won back. 

This is a-condition which must be realized and remedied. The health 
of the whole city is imperilled by the absence of a sanitartum where negro 
tubercular patients who now come in direct daily contact with white peo- 
ple—prepare their food, wash their clothes, nurse their children—may be 
treated and put on the road to recovery. 

‘Atlanta will not be safe until she has a tubercular hospital for the 
whites and one for the biacks. 

In the meantime private charity is doing a magnificent work, though 
the men behind this splendid patriotic movement stand aghast at the mag- 
nitude of the problem.

WHAT REALLY THREATENS: THE’ “NEGRO. 


_ Booker Washington is preaching’ a doctrine fundamentally~ wise, when 
he declares that the negro, as'a race, should devote’ as much‘ attention to 
education along sanitary as-along academic or industrial } lines; and when 
he further stresses the great opening in the south, ’ ‘and: elsewhere, for Gual- 
ified negro ‘physicians who ‘shall intelligently minister. tO" their, own race. 

- Although there are nearly four. thousand negro’ physicians’ already prac- 
ticing in this country, it has always been an open question | whether: the 
sick’ or négiectful negro’ would pay as “much attention to * ‘thes ‘mandate of. 


can result, however, in the multiplication of. Aatelligent negroes educated 
for the practice of medicine, proyided they develop. ‘the sacrificial instincts 
indispensable to carrying the creed of health and cleanliness to the mass 
of ignorant and heedless negroes throughout the south. 

In, a recent magazine study Judge Harris Dickson, of Mississippi,.has 
contributed a thoughtful installment to this subject, based upon the broad 
premise that the race is threatened with gradual and sure degeneration 
and annihilation through its fearful. ignorance of sanitation and hygiene, 
through drug and whisky addictions and through its unbridled animal appe- 
tites. 

Any southerner who knows anything at all about the negro knows that 
this indictinent, while sweeping, is measurably accurate. 


His inherited instincts are not of a sanitary nature, and’ his- freedom | 


since the war has weeded out of his philosophy the careful and wholesome 
restraint of the patriarchal system. 

He falls a quick victim to tuberculosis, although the evidence is that 
he resists malaria and hook-worm disease more effectually than uoes the 
white man. 

Not reckoning with the peri] to himself, he is an ever-present peril to 
his white neighbor, supplying a source of infection nee. wien the ut- 
most precautions of the white race may be futile. 

In’ the southern cfty, the negro is, day by day, being coerced into greater 
regard for the laws of health and cleanliness, though even this advance is 
somewhat neutralized by his own tendencies toward dissipation and sen- 
sualism. ‘ | 

In the country, the tale is not as encouraging. It is difficult here to 
enforce any measure of restraint or compulsion upon the negro, and. the 
result is that disease makes tragic inroads upon his numbers and his effi- 
ciency. _ 

Whether or not Judge Dickson has drawn an. extreme picture, {ft is ‘cer- 
tain that the greatest evil threatening the negro today is not tgnorance of 


books and industry, but ignorance of: self-care and the appalling penalties | 


for digressions against natural and hygienic laws. ° 

Booker Washington’s idea is a vital one. Self-interest alone, not *> men- 
tion the philanthropic aspect, dictates that the south, the white south, should 
lend him earmest and generous cooperation.

_ NOW BEING BUILT AT FEDERAL PRISON 
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THE NEW HOSPITAL FOR THE FEDERAL 


PRISON. 


Work on the new two-story stone- 
constructed hospital at the federal 
prison, which is to cost, when com- 
pleted, in the neighborhood of $100,- 
000, has been begun on the prison res- 
ervation. This work, which is being 
done by the skilled convict labor from 
améng the 800 odd convicts within the 
prison walls, will take, it is estimated 
in the neighborhood of three years. 

When completed the new hospital 


will be not only one of the largest, but | 


the most complete in the south. It 
will house, comfortably, 300 patients 
and Will be finished with all of the 
modern appurtenances known to hos- 
pital construction. 

In the basement will be loeated the 
cold storage rooms, the dining roomg 
and other similar quarters. On the 
first floor will be the offices of Dr. 
A. L. Fowler, physician to the federal 
prison, the drug store, the laboratory, 
the X-ray @and the two operating 
rooms. On this floor, too, will be sev- 


eral private wards, while the second 
floor will be given over to large ward 
rooms, and the recreation room for the 
hospital. 

It is planned that the federal build- 
ing, when finally completed, will house 
from 2,000 to 2,500 patients and it is 
jo care for the maximum sumber of 
patients this hospital is now. being 
built. 

There are now in the hospital 15 
tubercular patients and 25 regular pa- 


tients.

WILL JOIN 


RANKS OF ROYAL AUTHORS 


London, October 9.—London publish- 
ers will be tumbling over one another 
to secure the book of reminiscences 
which the ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid is 
reported to be writing, for the work is 
sure to have 2 phenomenal circulation. 

Another literary prize of a similar 
ch@pacter is “Servia and the Servians, 
supervised and largely written by King 
Peter of Servia. A few years ago & 
book by a king would have created a 
sensation, but nowadays it is quite the 
fashion for royalty to rush into print. 
It is easier, in fact, to name the royal- 
ties who do write than those who 
don’t. For example, the German em- 
peror has produced plays and poems. 
The Queen of Roumania is a poet, 
dramatist, novelist and magazine con- 
tributor. The Queen of Italy and the 
Emperor of Japan are poets. The 
Queen of Spain has written a play, the 
King of Italy is the author of a book 
on numismatics, the Queen of Portugal 
is a novelist, the Prince of Monaco 
published works on marine science, and 
the late Prince Henry of Battenberg 
compiled historical and auto-biographi- 
cal memoirs. 4 

Not the least ofthe czar’s many tal- 
ents is a pretty faculty for writing 
verse. His compositions are invariably 
melancholic in tone, and are pervaded 
by an overwhelming sense of fatalism. 
Five years ago the czar betrayed his 
deep despair in a set of verses which 
he published under the pseudonym of 
Olaf. The Grand Duke of Hesse set 
them to music, and they made a weirdly 
mournful song. In other verses his 
predominant note is one of religion. 
However, only one of this tmposing 
crowd rises to professional level—the 
Queen of Roumania, whose writings 
would earn for her a respectable living 
even if the accident of politics had not 
made her a queen. 

The kaiser’s literary productions 
comprise part songs for students, the 
libretto for Weber's opera “Oberon,” and 
the scenario of a ballet. The Dowager 
Queen of Portugal's claim to be re- 
garded as a novelist is based on a num- 
ber of society romances giving vivid 
pen pictures of Portugal's “upper ten,’ 
which she has published under the nom 
de plume of “Chilosa.” 

The “Natural History of Selborne,” 
of which almost a hundred and fifty 
editions have been published probably 
has been as much written about as 


“The Compleat Angler” but not until 
recently have we Known much about 
Gilbert White himself. Rashleizh Holt- 
White, in a life of the naturalist, just 
published, relates a pleasing story of 
the kindly clergyman, his man Thomas, 
and a broken glass. 

“Broke a glass, Thomas. How did 
you do that” 

“‘T'll show you, sir,’ he rejoined, as 
he disappeared for a moment. Return. 
ing with a glass in his hand, he let it 
fall on the floor, remarking, ‘That's 
how I broke it sir.’ 

“"There, go along. Thomas: you are 
@ great fool,’ said the master, adding 
to himself, ‘And I as great a one for 
asking such a foolish question.’ 

Thomas, though an admirable vrar- 
dener, does seem to have been a little 
dull. He couldn't tell the difference 
in smell—at least, so he said—between 
Gilbert White's home-made raisin wine 


and brandy. One never reads any- 
thing about Gilbert White without 
realizing Richard Jeffries’ lament: 

“He knew the farmers and the 
squires; he had accegs everywhere, 
and he had the quickest of eyes. It 
must ever be regretted that he did not 
leave a natural history of the people 
of his day.” 

George Bernard Shaw rarely allows 
& premiere of one of his plays to pass 
without a commentatory witticism. His 
latest Shavianism ts apropos the pro- 
duction of a musical version of “Arms 
and the Man.” 

“If a New York first night audience 
can appreciate this opera they are to 
be congratulated,” he said. The char- 
acteristically left-handed compliment 
recalled his dinner table reference to 
“Maior Barbara.” 

“Have you see ‘Major Barbara’”’ he 
asked his fellow diner. 

“Why, yes, of course I have.” 

“What, even the last act?” 

“Yes. even that.’ 

“Well,” replied G. B. S8., “that is 
more than I can say. I myself have 
never been able to sit it through.” 

When “Arms and the Man” was first 
produced in New York an American 
manager cabled Mr. Shaw.a report 
on its success. Shaw telegraphed back: 

«Keep calm. My plays always suc- 
ceed with first-rate acting.” 

An amusing sequel to this was his 
reply to some London amateurs who 
wished to produce “You Never Can 
Tell.” He wrote: 

“Dear Sir: Amateurs cannot perform 
my plays. 
I am there to help them. By all means 
do it if you want to, but God help 
the. audience.” 

“Arms and the Man”. seems to have 
inspired Shaw with somé of his best 
moments. Nothing could have been 
happier than his observation after its 
first production at the Avenue, now 
the Playhouse. At the end of that his- 
toric evening, he appeared before the 
curtain in response to repeated calls, 
He seemed embarrassed, however, until 
a loud and solifary hiss emanated from 
the gallery. 

“I quite agree with you,” he said, 
“but what are we two among so many?” 

But Shaw's satire is not always con- 
fined to his own productions. A fair 
companion sitting beside him in the 
stalls of a certain theater remarked: 

“Don’t you think the company play 
splendidly? They have been acting to- 
gether for nearly eleven years.”’ 

“Eleven years,” repeated 
“Haven't we been here longer 
that?” 


In “The Beautiful World” the oc- 
casional journal of the:Society for 
Checking the Abuses of Public Adver- 
tising is a hitherto unpublished letter 
by the famous socialist and poet, Wil- 
liam Morris. 

“TI fear,” he wrote, “that there would 
be no slightest chance of success in 
attempting to tax (and thereby regu- 
late) advertisements, except in the 
street, where they are much less of- 
fensive than along the railways. 
You must remember that the advertise- 
ments you are speaking of are always 
on private property, and\N\that in con- 
sequence it would be a revolutionary 
act to meddle with them. To tell you 
the plain truth, much as they annoy 
me personally. I cannot help rejoicing 
at the spectacle of the middle classes 
so annoyed and so helpless before the 
results of the idiotic tyranny which

No parent, school board or law has 
the right to compel children to go to 
a school that gives them diseases that 
may permanently undermine their 
health or manufacture physical de- 
fects.

IN COLLECTING REVENUE 


Gov. Brown Has Investigation 
Made by Experts --- Appro- | 


priations Made Year or More 
Ahead, While Money Is Col- 
lected Year Late *-- Treasury 
Forced to Kite.

The expert accountants employed by 
Governor Brown to look into the state’s 
financial affairs have made their re- 
port. This report shows that the state 
of Georgia is steadily running behind 
in its finances. The relation of outgo 
to income is far from being accurately 
adjusted. Unless its fiscal operations 
are speedily reformed, the state will 
get deeper and deeper in the hole. 

The estimated deficit on January 1, 
1910, according to this report, will be 
$728,566.50. 

The bulk of the state’s revenue does 
not begin to come in until the fall of 
each year. The tax books clase on De- 
cember 20. but tax collectors have from 
then until April 20 following to make 
their returns to the state treasury. 
Some counties invariably hold back re- 
mittances until even a later date. 

This means that the state requires 
from twelve to sixteen months from 
January 1 of each year to collect the 
money to run the government during 
the year. The amount of kiting which 
the state must do to meet this situa- 
tlon would shame an impoverished 
bank clerk. 

In an effor™to get all the light pos- 
sible on the situation,,Governor Brown 
recenjjy ordered a detailed investiga- 
tion into the state’s financial affairs. 
The contract was givén to Alonzo Rich- 
ardson & Co., of Atlanta, one of the 
leading firms of accountants 
south. After a thorough investigation 
of the state’s fiscal operations and 
system of bookkeeping, they have made 
a report which Govérnor Brown gave 
out yesterday. 

Deficit of $514,086.18. 

This report shows that for the vear 
1908 the

State Always Year Behind. 

But @ more serious situation still is 
caused by the fact that the state is a 
vear or more behind 
larger bulk of the revenue needed to 
defray the expenses of government. 

This has been so since 1867. In that vear 
when Governor Jenkins was deposed by 
the military authorities in control of 
Georgia, he warned the tax collectors 
not to collect any money from the 
people that vear. His idea was to keep 
the tax money out of the hands of 
the military authorities. This threw 
the state behind. 

Then before the constitution of 1877 
was adopted, it was the custom for the 
legislature, in passing up appropria- 
tion bills, to direct the governor to 
impose such a tax levy as would raise 
the revenue necessary to meet the ap- 
propriations. The constitution of that 
vear fixed 5 mills as the limit of state 
taxation, however. Now when appro- 
priations exceed a sum that can be 
raised by special taxes and a 5-mill 
propety tax, the state goes in the hole. 


The general tax act for the years. 


1908 and 1909 was approved August 22, 
1907. The order of the governor im- 
posing the. tax for the current year 
was issued on August 21, 1909. In 
other words, the state had presumably 
been operating. as usual, for eight 
months on pothing. 

As a matter of fact. the income re- 
ceived from the rental of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, from inspection 
of oil and fertilizers, and from spe@ial 
taxes, furnished enough to keep up 
the legislative, 
establishments. Then 
authorized to borrow 
casual deficiencies.

Rond Issue to Pay Teachers. 

But there is never enough money in 
hand to pay the teachers of the state 
their salaries when due.

Governor Brown 
would have the constitution of the 
state amended so as to permit an is- 
sue of $600,000 of bonds to put the 
state on its feet. 


Governor Brown's Statement. 


In giving out the report of Alonzo 
Richardson & Co., Governor Brown i!s- 
sued the following statement: 

“Conceiving it to be my first duty 
after my inauguration as governor to 
ascertain the condition of the treasury, 
both on my own account and that the 
people might know its condition, I em- 
ployed a competent accountant with in- 
struction that he make‘ this investiga- 
tion and report at the very first op- 
portunity.

PLANNING CUT 
PRODUCTION 


There Is Gigantic Movement 
Looking fo General Curtail- 
ment of Output 


COST OF RAW COTTOR 
WORRYING THE MILLS 


It Is Also Asserted That the 


Dry Goods Market Has Fail- | 


ed to Respond in a Way to 
‘Assure Profit to Mill Men. 
The Movement to Curtail Is 
World-Wide. 


Boston, Mass., October 9.—A gigantic 
movement, 
standing,

in progress throughout 
the leading cotton textile districts of 
the world, looking towards & general 
curtai!ment of productfon during the 
remaining months of thrs year and in 
1910. 

The principal reasons advanced for 
the movement are the gradual increase 
in the cost of raw material and the 
failure of the dry goods markets to 
respond in a way which would assure 
continued profit to manufacturers dur- 
ing the next twelve months. 

Short Time in Lancashire, 

In Lancashire the yarn spinners 
have been running their mills on short 
time for two monehs, and recently 
many other English mill owners voted 
to. shut down two days each week 
until November 8. 

On September 15 the Arkwright Club, 
of Boston, representing 14,000,000 out 
of 17,000,000 spindles in New England, 
sent out to all the cotton mills in this 
district, which is second in the indus- 
try to Lancashire, forms. of an agree- 
ment for signatures for a curtailment. 
The investigations of the executive 
committee of this club convinced it 
that no difficulty would be experi- 
enced, in securing the signatures 
representing 7,000,000 spindles. 

The proposition calls for the suspen- 
sion of work for 224 working hours be- 
tween the date of the agreement and 
August 1, 1910, to become effective 
when no less tha n1,000,000 spindles 
have been signed up. 

Proposition Is Favored. 

Reports from different sections of 
New England indicate that the propo- 
sition of the Arkwright Club is meet- 
ing with an encouraging response. 

Such a curtailment, however, is not 
likely to become effective in this state 
in the immediate future, as many of 
the mills that will sign an agreement 
will be unable to fill present orders 
without steady running until well into 
January. 

The Rhode Island and Fall River 
manufacturers are, as a rule, willing 
to curtail production, providing that 
they are not called upon to withhold 
goods while outside centers continue 
to run in full. 

The curtailment is of great interest 
in New Bedford and other places where 
the operatives have been refused a 
restoration of a 10 per cent cut in 
wages made in 1908. 

It is suggested that if the New Bed- 
ford manufacturers. are in sympathy 
with the thirty-day closing movement, 
the effect of astrikeinthatcity would

‘be partially nullified. 


Southern Mills May Curtail. 

The curtailment has also been taken 
up by the southern cotton mill owners. 
Yesterday the board of governers of 
the American Cotton Manufacturers’ 
Association, at-a meeting fn Charlotte, 
N, C., adopted resolutions setting forth 
their claim that the present disparity 
between the price of cotton and cotton 
goods precludes the possibility of the 
successful operation of southern mills. 
A committee was appointed to formulate 
a curtailment agreement which every 
mill in the south will be urged to sign. 

In certain cotton producing and sell- 
ing centers the claim {s made that the 
present curtailment movement is large- 
ly an attempt to hold down the price 
of the staple. The officials of the 
operatives’ unions in several New 
England cities profess to see in the 
campaign an attempt to avoid an ad- 
vance in wages, but the officials of the 
Arkwright Club deny that the wage 
question has anything to do with their 
existing plans. 

The cotton mills of New England, 
including yarn mills, employ upwards 
of 200,000 hands.

Makes Marvelous Speed 
in His Aeroplane.

~ FELD BY KAISER

mour, British Admiral.

Is Apprehension in Germany. 


New York, October 9.—While pre- 
paring to sail on the battleship Inflex- 
| ible, after participating in the Hudson- 
; Fulton celebration, admiral of the 
‘Fleet Str Edward H. Seymour, com- 
manding the British squadron, is quot- 


many and Great Britain. 

“In my experience with the Germans 
in all parts of the world,” he said, “I 
have always found that they strictly 
observe the proprieties.” 

Asked whether he thought there was 
any probability of a war between Eng- 
land and Germany, Admiral Seymour 
replied that the German emperor was 
the only person who could answer 
that question egatisfactorily. Person- 
ally, he hoped not, as war today meant 
& great loss of life and expense, which 
must be met by taxation, and, in his 
opinion, it was wrong even to discuss 
publicly the likelihood of war between 
two, at present, friendly nations. 

“Do you think that Germany is pre- 
paring for war?’ he was asked. 

“Germany is increasing her navy,” 
, said Admiral Seymour, “but I cannot 
tell you the reason, because I do not 
know it. The millennium is not yét in 
sight and nations have to be prepared 
for war. It is easy to inflame the 
minds of one people against another 
and then one never knows what may 
happen.,’’ 

Apprehension in Germany. 

Berlin, October 9.—The speeches at- 
tributed to Lord Northcliffe, Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford and Earl Grey, 
governor-general of Canada, together 
with various magazine articles deal- 
ing with the relations of Great Britain 
and Germany, have been widely re- 
produced and commented upon in this 
country. 

The praveailing note is one of ap- 
prehension that a regular campaign 
has been organized for the purpose o1 
depriving Germany of the good will of 
the United States and nourishing the 
idea that Germany is threatening 
Great Britain. The German commenta- 
tors point out that all the suggestions 
of coming trouble between Germany 
and Great Britain come from the 
British side. 

Apprehension is expressed over the 
growth of ‘the war party in Great 
Britain. This party today is small, but 
it is influential and fed with doubts 
and misrepresentations and extrava- 
gant and fanciful accounts of Ger- 
many’s aims, it is gathering strength. 
All official effort is Being made to 
restrain German comment upon these 
speeches and articles with the idea of 
avoiding the production of material 
for irritating discussions.

JOHN C, OLMSTED 


VISITS. PIEDMONT 


Landscape Architect on 


an Inspection Trip 
to Park. 


John C. Olmsted, a well-known land- 


scape architect of Brookline, Mass., was 
in the city for the purpose of inspect- 


ing Piedmont park with a yiew to mak- 
ing as to what is necessary to make 
this a thoroughly modern city park. He 
went over the entire tract of land on 
which the park is situated in company 


with Superintendent of Parks Dan Ca- | 


rey, and stated that he was most favor- 
ably impressed with the location and 
general topography of the place. 

In speaking of the matter, Mr. Olm- 
sted stated hat on this, his second 
visit to the park, he is much more fa- 
vorably impressed than formerly. He 
was enthusiastic in speaking of the 
possibilities of making this an ideal 
city playground. 

Among other improvements he sug- 
gested borders along Piedmont ave- 
nue and Tenth street. In these bor- 
ders, trees, benches, flowers, shrubs 
and sanded places for small children 
would go to give the borders an air of 
neighborhood parks. 

He suggested, also, that the race 
track be done away with, and the foun- 
tain and terrace be removed. To refill 
the lake, he believes, will add much to 
the general effect and to the’pieasures 
of those visiting the park. The upper 
end of the lake, however, would need 
deepening. In this connection, Mr. 
Olmsted stated that the lake would not 
be a breeding place for mosquitoes if 
it was several feet deep in all places. 

A drive which would encircle the en- 
tire park might, with good effect, he 
stated, be made fa follow the branch 
to the edge of the tract, and from this 
point follow the park boundairies. This 
drive, with its windings, he _ stated, 
would be practically 3 miles long. 

On the whole, Mr. Olmsted seemed 
highly pleased with his inspection, and 
stated that he sees no reason why At- 
lanta should not have a park that 
would be a credit to any city. And, in 
comparison with the outlay in other 
cities, he stated that the cost would be 
considerably below the average. 


ATLANTA LABOR AGENT

Two Splendid Pictures 
of the City by Artist 
Claude Lord. 


There has recently been published 
here a picture which is attracting 
considerable attention. It is a dual 
picture of Atlanta. 

One of them is a war-time picture 
from a photograph taken by a staff 
correspondent in the army, and pub- 
lished in the government official war 
record. The photograph was dated 
November 12, 1864. The point from 
which it was taken was near the cor- 
ner of Walton and Cone streets. 

Claude Lord, the artist. once show- 
ed this picture to Colonel Adair and 
to two or three other old residents 
of Atlanta, who easily recognized 
several public buildings and also some 
of the streets. 

This is the only picture of old At- 
lanta in existence. A few weeks after 
this picture was: taken. Atlanta was 
in ashes! 

The other. picture, that of “Greater 
Atlanta,” was taken from a drawing 
Mr. Lord made from old Fort Sanders. 
During the civil war this fort and 
Fort Hood guarded the state road, 
the Western and Atlantic, and the 
approaches to Atlanta from the north- 
west. Fort Sanders is about two 
blocks beyond North avenue, and two 
blocks west of Marietta street. From 
this hill is the finest possible view to 
be had of Atlanta. 

TAke New York's Skyline. 

From the Masonic Temple, on the 
left, to the Terminal station, on the 
right and south, the city stretches 
out in panoramic view, grand and im- 
posing. The view in the picture in- 
cludes ‘nearly one mile in the heart 
of the city. It has but one parallel 
on the continent—the sky line of 
lower New York. A New York. trav- 
eling man who recently saw this sky- 
line picture of Atlanta declared at 
the first glance that it was a picture 
of New York. There were two other 
parties who made the same pardon- 
able mistake. 

The historic, -.and even tragic, in- 
terest attached’ to the picture of old 
Atlanta and the marvelous growth 
of the city as shown in the pitture 
of “Greater Atlanta” cannot but in- 
terest all Atlanta people, and also a@l 
Jeorgians, for every town and every 
voting precinct in Georgia is repre- 
sented in Atlanta. As one looks on 
this wonderful growth of a few years 
the eve sees but bricks, mortar and 
marble. This is an object lesson; the 
mind, the jntellect, grasps the 
9 rN wenlus and the inspira- 
tion. of sh" new south, which justly 
claims “& fair division of empire in 
the commercial, intellectual and ju- 
dicial interests of the western hem- 
isphere 


Mr. Lord's Studio. 

Claude Lord, who has gotten up 
the pictures of “War-Time” and 
“Greater Atlanta,” is not altogether 
a stranger here. At one time he had 
@ studio in Atlanta for several years. 
He- married a Georgia woman and 
‘has been Hving in Georgia more than 
twenty-three years. There may be 
seen in his studio. 132 Whitehall 
street, some interesting family por- 
traits of persons who have held high 
official positions in the United States. 
The portraits on the walls of two of 
Mr. Lord’s English ancestors reveal- 
ed the fact that he has in his veins 
the bluest of English blue blood, his 
family in England having been con- 
nected with the house of Stuart. One 
of these portraits is of Edward Hyde, 
first Earl of Clarendon, who was, 
when quite a young man, private sec- 
retary of Charles I. and afterwards 
was lord high chancellor of England 
under Charies II. The other portrait 
is of his daughter, Anne Hyde, Duch- 


| 


ess of York, who died before her hus- 
band, James I, ascended the throne, 
but who had the proud distinction of 
being the mother of two future 
queens of England. There are on 
the walls of his studio a number of 
fine landscapes taken from Tennessee 
scenery, besides several marine pic- 
tures. 

There are two other portraits that 
deserve mention. One is of Chief 
Justice Chase, first cousin of Mr, 
Lord’s father, and the other of Scott 
Lord, who, as member of the first 
democratic congress after the war, 
managed the second greatest impeach- 
ment trial ever held in Washington, 
prosecuting. and convicting two 
members of Grant’s second cabinet. 
Twice in his lifetime Judge Lord had 
the governorship of New York within 
hig reach, but was defeated in. each 
convention. because he would not ac- 
cept the terms of Tammany

people are interested in knowing the 
condition of their treasury. The fig- 
ures speak for themselves and I have 
no comment to make on the report ex- 
cept in two particulars. I take the 
liberty of doing this, knowing that 
every citizen of the state is interested 
in its finances. 

“First. The report shows the state is 
spending more monéy than its income. 
No one will justify this practice, for 
it leads as inevitably to state embar- 
rassment as it does to bankruptcy 
when practiced by an individual. The 
credit of the state is her best asset 
and should be faithfully guarded and 
preserved, and this can be done intel- 
ligently only after a full knowledge 
of its financial condition, 

“Secondly. A few years ago. the 
state was paying its teachers a nomi- 
nal sum, say approximately $200,000, 
for teaching the children in the pub- 
lic schools of the state, while now the 
State appropriates $2,250,000. This 
money.is raised mainly by a special 
ad valorem tax on the property in 
the state, and the levy by which this 
tax is made for the year the money is 
appropriated. The taxes, therefore, 
are not collected until after the ser- 
vice has been performed by the teach- 
ers, necessarily, therefore, delaying the 
payment of the teachers. This delay 
in paying the teachers, whose salary at 
best is -very meager for the service 
rendered, results often in serious em- 
barrassment to them. They must 
either let their debts go unpaid or dis- 
count their claims against the state at 
ruinous rates. 


Recommends Bond Issue. 


“I have heretofore dealt with this 
feature in my first message to the 
legislature and I am deeply impressed 
with the belief that it is the duty of 
the legislature to propose an amend- 
ment to the constitution adequate to 
the situation. This may be done, as 
heretofore pointed out in my first mes- 
sage to the general assembly, by 
amending the constitution so as to per- 
mit the issuance of, say $600,000 of 
bonds, at a.low rate of interest, the 
proceeds of their sares to be covered 
into the treasury as a fund to prior 
prompt payment of teachers, or the 
financial scheme of tne constitution 
of retiring annually $100,000 of the 
public indebtedness could be changed 
by an amendment providing for re- 
funding this sum for the period of six 
years, which will raise the amount of 
money without increasing the bonded 
debt of the state one. penny.’ 


Repert of Auditors. 


The report of the special auditors 
appointed to investigate the _ state’s 
financial] affairs follows: 


Atlanta. Ga., Oetober 8, 1909.—Hon. 
Joseph M. Brown. Governor, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: We have examined ac- 
counts of the treasury department and 
office of the comptroller general with 
special reference to the state’s income 
and the relative proportion of expenses 
as governed by legislative appropria- 
tions far years 1908 and 1909, and de- 
sire to give you a summary. of our find- 
ings. 

It is well in the beginning to call 
attention to the fallacy of confusing 
cash receipts with revenue, and treat- 
ing the total receipts at the treasury 
during any calendar year as the rev- 
enue for that year. Statements made 
up on any such basis may lead legisla- 
tive committees into grave error in 
making up apportionment sheets. 

The total receipts at the treasury 
during the vear 1908, as shown in pub- 
lished. statement of the department, 
and as verified. by us in course of our 
examination, aggregated $5,388,273.16, 
while the total revenue for the year 
amounted “to only $4,879,860.98. a dif- 
ference of $508.412.18. This total rev- 
enue includes collections during year 
1908 on account of revenue for that 
year, collections to June 30, 1909, on 
account of revenue fom 1908, and, in 
addition, $55,722.01 belonging in ac- 
counts of 1908, but which was still un- 
paid on June 30, 1909. 

During the fall of 1907 we had al- 
tmnost a panic, collections were slow, 
and. as a consequence. more unpaid 
taxes were carried over on December 
81 than were brought over from the 
‘year 1908 to January 1, 1909, by $322,- 
503.23. 

The difference of $598,412.18 between 
cash receipts for 1908 and actual] rev- 
enue for the year is made up as fol- 
lows:

As already ex- 
plained, the tax revenue brought over 
from 1908 to be ‘collected this year is 
$322,503.23, less than the 1907 tax 
brought over and collected in 1908. 

We would like to call attention to 
some matters that seem to have és- 
caped the attention of our legislators. 
The state is working on the theory that 
the appropriations for any calendar 
year must be met by the tax levy and 
other revenue for that year. While 
some items of revenue are under the 
law payable monthly, nearly all spe- 
clal taxes are reported quarterly, and 
the fourth quarter's colléctions do not 
reach the treasury until after January 
! of the succeeding year. 

The veneral ad valorem tax, com- 
prising as it does this year about 88 
per cent of the total revenue, cannot 
be paid until late in the year. Under 
our law, the tax books close on Decem- 
ber 20, and collectors have until April 
20 of the following year to make their 
settlements. As a result, a very large 
proportion of this tax reaches the 
treasury in February, March and April, 
and even later of the year following 
that in which it accrues. 

While it takes sixteen months or 
more to collect the revenue, the ex- 
penses or appropriations are all due 
within twelve months. 

Of the total] appropriations for this 
year ($5,173,806.88), two items consti- 
tute three-fifths—pensions $950,000, 
common schools $2,250,000.

The board of arbitratton, appointed 
for the purpose of fixing the value of 
the franchise owned by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company and exer- 
cised in the state of Georgia, after 
two days deliberation, reached an 
award on yesterday, which was filed 
with the office of the comptroller 
general of Georgia. 

The award, which was signed by 
General A. J. West, as umpire, and 
Hon. Madison Bell, one of the arbitra- 
tors, fixed the value of the franchise 
exercised by the company at the sum 
of $500,000, which is exactiy the same 
sum at which the franchise was valued 
by the board of arbitration for the 
year 1908, which beard at that time 
consisted of Judge George Hillyer, Mr. 
Henry C. Peeples and Hon. Madison 
Bell. 

‘ The award followed the language 
heretofore adopted by the board of 
arbitration between the state and the 
Western Union Télegraph Company, 
and declared that in fixing the value of 


the franchise exercised by the tele- jis positively 
graph company it had been impossible are hardly able to think clearly. 


to separate the various items consti- 
tuting the value of the franchise, and 
the award, therefore, specifically in- 
cluded for taxation the value of the 
federal franchise conferred upon the 
company by virtue of its acceptance 
of the post roads act. of congress, the 
function of the board being merely to 
find the value of the franchise, leav- 
ing to the courts the question whether 
Or not such valuation was Hable to 
taxation by the state. 

Hon. C. M. Candler, arbitrator in be- 
half of the state, filed a dissenting 
Opinion, both as to the amoifint at 
which the franchise had been apprais- 
ed and as to the source from which 
the franchise was derived. 

Mr. Bell, while contending that the 
amount awarded by the umpire was 
larger than the evidence justified, and 
that the award of the umpire was 
therefore too favorable to the state of 
Georgia, signed the award with the 
umpire, on account of the precedent 
established by the award of the pre- 
ceding year, 

The question whether or not the 
Western Union Telegraph Company 
can be compelled to pay tax upon the 
value of its federal franchise is in- 
volved in the two cases now pending 
before the United States circuit court 
of appeals, which Were argued before 
the court during the present week, and 
which will doubtless be decided by the 
court within the next few weeks.

BIG DOCKET FACES 
U. S. SUPREME COURT 


There Are 630 Cases for the 
Term of 1909-10. 


Washington, October 9.—When on 
next Monday the supreme court begins 
its term for 1909-10 there will be 6360 
cases on the doeket, a considerably 
larger number than for several years 
past. 

Ordinarily, the court attends to no 
business on the first day of the term, 
beyond making a formal call upon the 
president, but as the absence of the 
president from the city will render un- 
necessary this formality, a number of 
motions and petitions will be received. 

The real business of the term will 
be on Tuesday, when the call of the 
docket will be commenced. Of the as- 
signed cases which wtIlIl be taken up 
in order, the suit of the government 
for the dissolution of the Tobacco Trust 
probably will be argued towards the 
end of next week. A number of cases 
involving interstate ratiIroad interests 
are also included in the HUst. 

There are several cases of im- 
portance which have been docketed 
sinee the court adjourned last June, 
which have not yet been assigned, 
among which ts a case involving the 
validity of the Missouri 2-cent rate 
law. 

Owing to the iliness of Justice 
Moody, only eight of the nine members 
of the court will be present at the 
beginning of the term. The last as- 
surances received from Mr, Moody's 
physician were favorable to ultimate 
recovery, but his return to his duties 
before the end of the year is not ex- 
pected. 


COLUMN OF FLAME 
ENDS CELEBRATION 


The Hudson-Fulton Fete Closes 
With a Brilliant Elec- 
tric Display. 


New York, @ctober 9.—Farewell to 
the Hudson-Fulton celebration was 
written in flame tonight from Staten 
Island to Albany. At 9 o'’clock Gen- 
eral Stewart L. Woodford, acting as 
agent for President Taft, gave the 
signal at which the beacons were fired 
and the blended searchlights of 1,000,- 
000 candlepower battery on the upper 
Riverside drive, pointed straight into 
the heavens a finger of light. 

Apart from the electric display, the 
fireworks and the voluntary illumina- 
tions of dwellers on the Hudson, the 
Hudson-Fulton commission had pro- 
vided thirty-six heat cones, each 30 
high, packed with the most brilliant 
of inflammables. They burned six 
hours with almost no smoke and each 
of them sent up a 60-foot column of 
solid flame. 

Brooklyn wound up the celebration 
with a carnival parade or fifty floats 
and 15,000 marchers.

GATHER MONDM 


Many Important Matters 
to Come Before the 


Exchange. 


The meeting tomorrow of the mem- 
bers of the Georgia Fruit Exchange, as 
well as independent peach growers and 
melon and canteloupe growers of the 
Georgia territory, will be one of the 
most notable of its kind ever held 
here. There will be morning ané4 after- 
noon sessions in the exchange’s quar- 
ters in the Electric and Gas building. 

Several matters recommended at the 
recent meeting of the trustees and the 
executive committee of the exchange 
will come up for ratification by the 
members. Among them will be the 
report of the committee which was ap- 
pointed to look into the matter of re- 
Judge George F. 
Gober, of Marietta, is chairman of this 
committee, and Manager I. M. Fleming 
is secretary. 

Crates will also figure extensively 
in the day's proceedings. It has been 
suggested that the exchange act as the 
grower’s agent in the purchase of 
crates, thus saving him expense and 
giving him greater facilities. 

The members will also consider the 
suggestion, which was approved at the 
last meeting, of President Bagley that 
memberships be made for three years 
instead of for one. The question also 
of reducing the number of commission 
houses representing the exchange will 
be acted on. 

Members who are not able to attend 
have been asked to delegate proxies. 
It is believed that growers who are 
not now members of the exchange will 
affiliate at this meeting.

Discovered first in Florida, where 
orange’ growers used it in combating 
certain infections, the fungus has been 
tried in the peach orchards of Georgia, 
with what some growers regard as 
perfect success. The fungus grows on 
the limbs of trees, and its light, feath- 
ery growth, blown by the wind,. lands 
on scale-infected trees, and according 
to reports, kills the scale-
